Campbell of San Jose, Cal., who late yes- 
terday afternoon obtained from the Sanga- 
County Circuit Court a write of ha- 
beas corpus for the production In this court 
of Fannie Campbell, his 6-year-old daugh- 
ter, returned to this city this morning with- 
out the child. Accompanied by a deputy 
sheriff he left last night for Clinton, county 
seat of De Witt County, where the child, in 
the custody of her grandfather, Dr. John 
Wright, also of San Jose, was supposed to 
be. On arrival there Mr. Campbell found 
that the child and Wright had left one 
week ago today for Oregon. Campbell 
leaves tonight for that place determined to 
secure the child. 

It was Campbell who, a few days ago tel- 
egraphed a fugitive warrant of 900 words all 
the way from Sacramento, Cal., to Clinton, 
lll., the charges on which were #). The 
custody of the child was originally vested In 
the grandfather by the lower courts of 
California, but last Deceniber the supreme 
Court reversed the ruling and placed the 
custody of the child with the father. 

Letters of guardianship were ordered is- 
sued to Campbell and, pending the issuance 
of these papers, the grandfather 
peared with the girl. 


Campbell arrived in Springfield Wednes- 


day and immediately secured the services 
of former Congressman Connolly to prose- 
cute his case. According to his story he 
has been »yut to endless expense and trou- 
ble in locating his father-in-law and the 
girl. The old doctor, he says, in order to 
escape detection, made his trip from. the 


coast to Illinois by relays, journeying about | 


100 miles at a time,-and purchasing a new 
ticket at the end of each relay. He was 
finally located at Clinton, where he resided 
years ago, before going to California on ac- 
count of failing health. 

After locating his daughter and the old 
man, Campbell preferred a charge of kid- 


napping against his father-in-law in a Call- | 


fornia court. 


According to the allegations upon which | 


Campbell secured the writ his wife died 
when their daughter was 2 vears old, 
which the-.child lived with her maternal! 
grandparents. On Dec. 14 last the father ap- 
plied to the Superior Court of California 
for letters of guardianship. The child's 
grandfather, Dr. Wright, who is over 70 
years old, resisted the surrender of the 
child and s« cured a continuance of the case 
for two weeks. Two days before the day 
fixed for the hearing, Campbell charges, Dr. 
Wright and his aged wife disappeared from 
their old home, taking with them the child. 

Campbell is extensively interested in the 
oll fields of California. Dr. Wright. too, is 
very wealthy, and the little girl over whom 
these legal battles are fought is the sole 
heir to the fortunes of both.

NEW YORK, Jan. 81.—Another division 
of the Great Southern Railway has been 
secured for St. Louls. The Mobile & Ohio 
road has been purchased and _ will be 
merged into that system immediately. 

After a 10.days’ fight J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Ouiwitted the E. H. Harriman syndicate, 
which wanted to get the road for the Illl- 
mois Central, and August Belmont & Co., 
who tried to secure control for the Louls- 
ville & Nashville. It is stated Mr. Morgan 
took up the fight only when Harriman 
thought he had the lines in his grasp. 

Mr. Morgan its closely allied with the 
Vanderbilts, and Wall street was much 
amused over the decisive defeat the veter- 
an financier administered to Willlam K. 
Vanderbilt's representative in Illinois Cen- 
tral, 

Three weeks ago the Harriman syndicate 
began quietly to buy up the M. & O. gen- 
erm 4s, then selling at 89.

The topics under which the subjcct of franchise taxation 
is’ being considered in hearings by the Ways and Means 
Committees of the House and Senate comprise the gist of the 
subject. 

The eesentials. however, are already well 
those whoa have given thought to the subject. 

What i# wanted is a tax upon that value in corporation 
Property due to monopoly grants by the Btate. 

. There is no such value in the property of mercantile cor- 
poérations because thev are purely competitive and have no 
monopoly privileges from the State. 

But quasi pulliic corporations, railwaya, street railroads. 
mus, telephone and the like—enjoy grants of monopoly privi- 
lege from the State which are of great value because of their 
exclusive character. They are the franchise values sought to 
be taxed. 

No sophistry can alter the facts. which have been recogr- 
nized in the courts and legisiatures of many states and by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. Friends of franchise 
taxation should be on their guard against any lobby influence 
employed to confuse the issue by jumbling the two kinds of 
carporations in one indiscriminate mass.
